CAROL HEISS, DAVE JENKINS, & HOCKEY TEAM 
WIN GOLD MEDALS FOR UNITED STATES . 

The VIII Olympic WINTER GAMES are history. 
Though Russian athletes won most of the gold medals 
at Squaw Valley, California, the highlights from an 
American viewpoint are surely the Men's Figure Ska¬ 
ting title won by little Dave Jenkins, the 23 year old 
medical student from Colorado Springs, Colorado; the 
Women's Figure Skating crown which went to vivac¬ 
ious New York University coed Carol Heiss; and the 
Ice Hockey championship won by an American team 
coached by Jack Riley of the U.S. Military Academy 
at West Point. 

The most remarkable triumph of all has to be the 
ice hockey win over the favored Russians which open¬ 
ed the door to America's first-ever hockey crown. 

On Thursday, Feb. 25th the Yanks scored one of 
the biggest upsets of this or any other Olympic year 
when they edged a heavily favored Canadian team 
2-1 in the quarter-final round. 

On Saturday, the 27th, before a packed Blyth 
Arena crowd of 9000 screaming fans and millions more 
watching on a national television hookup, the Yanks 
stunned the ice hockey world with a 3-2 win over a 
U.S.S.R. team which had finished first at Cortina, 
Italy four years ago. This was Uncle Sam's first-ever 
win over a Russian ice hockey team. 

On Sunday, Feb. 28th the Americans scored their 
biggest win with a final-round 9-4 whipping of Cze¬ 
choslovakia which nailed down the Olympic gold 
medal for the United States.

CARYL CHESSMAN, whom a Los Angeles jury con¬ 
victed of being the notorious "Red Light Bandit" that 
terrorized the Mulholland Drive lovers lane area high 
up in the Hollywood Hills northeast of Los Angeles in 
the winter of 1948, has won a 60 day reprieve from the 
Gas Chamber at San Quentin. He now has 60 more 
days to prove his innocence, if he is not guilty. 

A jury of ELEVEN WOMEN and one man convicted 
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be tried FAIRLY he should have been granted another 
trial, with an UNPREJUDICED judge on the bench. 
"A travesty of the Law, " Chessman frowned. 


Chessman of seventeen counts of felony, including kid¬ 
naping, attempted rape, sex perversion, robbery, and 
grand theft. 

A question: Is a jury of ELEVEN WOMEN and one 
man a 1 jury of his peers?' 

THE CRIMES IN DETAIL 

To be more explicit Caryl Chessman is "up" for . 
the following crimes: 

Kidnaping—four counts. Punishable by DEATH on 
two counts and Life without parole on the other two. 

First Degree Robbery—eight counts. Five years to 
life, to be served consecutively. 

Sex Perversion--two counts. Up to fifteen years. 

Attempted Robbery—one count. Up to 20 years. 

Grand Theft—one count. Up to 10 years. 

Attempted Rape—one count. Up to 25 years. 

KIDNAPING and ROBBERY WITH INTENT TO DO 
BODILY HARM brings the DEATH PENALTY under Cal¬ 
ifornia's LITTLE LINDBERGH LAW. 

Chessman had been sentenced to die in the little 
green room at San Quentin Prison for his actions of the 
night of January 22nd, 1948. That evening, the State 
of California alleges, he found a 17 year old girl Mary 
Alice Meza and her boy friend parked in his car in 
lovers lane. Chessman approached their car, flashed 
a red light in their faces, making them believe he was 
a policeman, and ordered Miss Meza to get out of the 
vehicle. With a gun in his hand, he ordered her to 
perform an act of sexual perversion. Fearing death, 
she complied with his request. 

Another woman, Mrs. Regina Johnson, was also 
subjected to a similar ordeal that same night. 

At the time of his first trial Chessman contended 
that the judge presiding at his inquest was prejudiced 
against him and wanted to send him up for good to get 
him out of his judicial hair. 

The main point of Chessman's defense, insofar as 
we personally have been able to determine, has been 
that Chessman and his attorneys George T. Davis and 
Miss Rosalie Asher are not satisfied with the transcript 
of the court reporter's notes of the original trial. 

The court reporter passed away unexpectedly be¬ 
fore he had a chance to transcribe his notes of the 
trial. Another reporter transcribed the notes. This is 
the part of the proceeding where Chessman and his 
counsel insist that he was denied Due Process of Law. 

Those of you versed in shorthand know, and have 
been taught, that ONLY YOU can transcribe yout 
own shorthand notes accurately. This is the point 
that Mr. Chessman cannot bring himself to understand, 
how the Los Angeles courts allowed another reporter 
to transcribe a dead man's notes. He argues that to 


Those of you who have read his three books, CELL 
2455 DEATH ROW, THE FACE OF JUSTICE, & TRIAL 
BY ORDEAL understand the basic driving force behind 
the brilliant Los Angeleno who is spending his twelfth 
year in the grim confines of Death Row. 

There are many points which he brings up in his 
works which should be of interest to anyone interested 
in the Chessman case and particularly to those inter¬ 
ested in criminal law. 

He points out that the State Attorney General is 
eager to have him executed because he is an elected 
official and wants to bury as many criminals as poss¬ 
ible, making the Attorney General seem like a ruth¬ 
less, efficient prosecuter and thus a prime candidate 
for re-election. 

CARYL CHESSMAN is possessed of an I.Q. of 178 
which makes him a Genius. He has used his intell¬ 
igence to advantage in his 12 years on the row. His 
constant fight to better the laws of his native state 
has resulted in at least one law being changed, to 
Chessman's advantage, of course I I I 

He steadfastly maintains that he is NOT the Red 
Light Bandit and has agreed to divulge the man's 
identity ONLY AFTER HIS DEATH. 

That sounds good. Of course he may be bluffing. 

ENTIRE FREE WORLD PROTESTS EXECUTION 

News of Chessman's fight against the California 
Judicial System has caused an uproar all over the 
Free World. Outspoken critics of capital punishment 
have voiced their opinions of the California courts 
and their shortcomings. 

LeMonde, a Paris newspaper said, " If he was 
guilty why add to the death penalty the agony of 12 
years behind bars?" 

The Vatican newspaper, L' Osservatore Romano, 
said "It is no longer a judicial question, butonlya 
humane question." 

In Switzerland, 9000 university students signed a 
petition in Geneva urging Governor Edmund G. Brown 
of California to grant a reprieve. 

Expressen, a Stockholm, Sweden newspaper coll¬ 
ected 90,000 signatures asking Brown to grant clem¬ 
ency. 

In Oslo, Norway the newpaper Dagebladet got 
50, 000 signatures on a clemency petition. 

The Manchester Guardian, one of Great Britain's 
most respected newspapers said, "There is something 
radically wrong with a judicial system that can allow 
delays such as the 12 year ordeal which Chessman has 
endured. " 

The Laborite Daily Herald added, " If he is exec¬ 
uted, it will be a day when it will be rather UNPLE-

The Presse in Paris offered, "The condemned man 
seems lost— Governor Brown, a Catholic opposed to 
the death penalty, hesitates to displease his voters." 

Mexican congresswoman Macrina Rabadan said, 
"It would be murder," and telegraphed President 
Eisenhower that Latin American women would wear 
mourning bands during his coming tour of South Am¬ 
erica if Chessman were put to death. 

Political pressure from Washington, more than any 
other thing probably influenced " Pat" Brown more 
than any other factor when he granted a temporary 
stay of execution to the condemned man. 

We think that for the American judicial system to 
regain all prestige lost throughout the world as a re¬ 
sult of the Chessman case, a new trial, from start to 
finish, is our only recourse. 

We do not favor a judicial system influenced by 
the whims of foreigners. Neither do we comprehend 
how the courts can convict a man of crimes punish¬ 
able by Death and then procrastinate to mete the sen¬ 
tence which they have deemed just. 

In The United States of America, one is innocent 
until proven guilty. If Chessman is innocent, he sh¬ 
ould be released. If he is guilty, the blade of justice 
should have struck swiftly. 

We personally feel that the courts which convicted 
CARYL CHESSMAN have their doubts about the " Red 
Light Bandit." TIME WILL TELL.
